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A Unique Assembly 


Last Tuesday an assembly was held in the cafeteria 
which was unique in a school vear of assemblies and prob- 
ably in the history of Sacramento State College. This was 
the assembly which presented a dramatization of a con- 
gressional committee session hearing the case of a college 
professor accused of un-American teaching. 

This assembiy was unique because students joined with 
faculty members to bring out a problem which has become 
very real in American schools today. Appreciation should 
be expressed to the American Association of University 
Prefessors for the concern it has shewn over this situation 





in sponsoring the “mock” hearing. 

It is appropriate that this should be done during times 
when such an illustration would serve to demonstrate the 
importance of the question. It should be

What was presented was a re-enact- 
ment of events that have taken place in the not too distant 
past and whch will probably happen again. 

That those in the audience were asked to answer brief 
questionnaires at the conclusion of the program points out 
that the problem dramatized affects not only the faculty 
of a school, but the students as well. And as the situation 
dves affect both students and faculty, the two factions must 
join efforts to keep academic freedom alive in the schools. 

One important step in this direction is to keep in mind 
that this is not alwavs something that happens elsewhere. 
Ry maintoining the vigilance which is the price of freedom 
we will have gone a long way in preventing such a drama 
from coming to life. 

An SSC Blood Bank

We can all help ourselves by setting up a reserve of 
blood for the student body of Sacramento State College. 
The old traffic slogan still applies, “The life you save may 
be your own.” 


Similar Funds 

A proposed measure has been passed by the assembly 
committee on constitutional amendments. This measure, 
ACA 7 authored by Assemblyman Wallace D. Henderson 
(D) of Fresno county, provides for a $100,0060,000 bond 
issue issue for state college construction, 

Henderson stated, “The state college problem is the most 
serious of all our educational institutions. It took California 
90 years before the first 1,000,000 pupils were in the 
schools; in 14 vears, from 1940 to 1954, the second 1,006,600 
earmoe. And in more years we will have our third 
1,600,000.” 

This legislation should draw the attention of the stu- 
dents of Sacramento State College since it was with similar 
funds that SSC was built. The aforementioned statistics 
justify serious consideration of the legislature of ACA 7.
